Invafions from abroad ; that our Mi/itia and Fleet are 
not to be depended on, in thefe Cafes, however regu- 
lated and difciplin’d; that the Praétice of neighbouring 
Kingdoms and States, particularly of France, in keeping 
up a large Body of fuch Troops, makes it expedient in 
England; that Armies, rais'd and maintain’d by Parlia- 
ment from Year to Year, are not properly fanding <Ar- 
mics, nor ought to be efteem’d dangerous to our Liber 
ties, wnder a gaodand gracious Prince; (meaning always 
the Prince regnant) and that it would be a great Hard- 
fhip to disband fuch a Multitude of ga//ant Gentlemen, 
as have: been bred up inthis Profeffion, and diftinguifh’d 
Themfelves in the Service of their Country. 

Thefe were the general Reafons for keeping up an 
Army, after the Peace gf Ry/wick; as will appear from 
the following, excellent little Tract, faid to be written 
by the late Mr. Trenchard, who had fince fo large a 
Shore. in Cates Letters. The Re-publication of this 
Piece is the move f{cafonable at prefent, becaufe Mr. 
Walfinzbam. hath tliought fit to revive the Bal/ancing 
Letter, to which it was an Anfwer. Whether my Lord 
Somers was the Author of the Badlancing Letter, as that 
learned Writer informs us, or the late Earl of HUallifax, as 
We have more Reafon to Leilieve, is of very little Impor- 
tance to the Publick; for by whomfoever it was writ- 
ten, the Argument certainiv lies on the other Side.
